Broken Rail Wrecks Train. 
At about 10:39 o'clock on Friday night 


No. 7, known as the "Pittsburgh Flyer" 
on the W. M. Railroad, enroute from Bal- 
timore to Pittsburgh, was wrecked about 
a half mile east of York Road and the 
lives of more than a hundred passengers 
endangered. The train, consisting of bag- 
gage, express, sleeper, dining and two day 
coaches, were derailed as the r«;ult of a 
defective rail. Although there were no se- 
rious injuries, but some of the passengers 
and crew received slight wounds. The 
rail, it is said, was broken in a number of 
places and when the cars were thrown 
from the track against the embankment 
the steel coaaches prevented a loss of life. 
The engine remained on the tracks as well 
as the last car. A new train was made up 
at Hanover to take the delayed passen- 
gers to their destinations. Examination 
revealed the fact that about 100 feet of 
track was torn up by the wreck and the 
wrecking crews from Hagerstown and Bal- 
timore were summoned to clear away the 
wreckage: One of the express cars was 
torn from the trucks and hurled against 
the embankment. The derailment occur- 
red while many of the passengers were 
aleeping.

Broken Rail Wrecks Train. 
At about 10:30 o^clock on Friday night 
No. 7, known as the ‘‘Pittsburgh Flyer*^ 
on the W. M. Railroad, enroute from Bal­ 
timore to Pittsburgh, was wrecked about 
a half mile east of York Road and the 
lives of more than a hundred passengers 
endangered.

All Through History the Stone Has 


Played an 
Important Part—Its 


Cutting a Matter of Serious 


Moment—Imperfections. 


Diamonds are always taken as the 


standard precious stone. 
There are 


many details concerning diamonds, of 
surpassing interest, such as the dif- 
ferent methods of securing the rough 
stones in ancient and modern times, 
the prejudice against Brazilian dia- 
monds as 
compared with 
Indian 


stones, th«. objections to South Afri- 
can diamonds, based on a theory that 
they were not so good as the Bra- 
zilian stones, methods of cutting dia- 
monds, etc. 


The cut of the diamond is of great 


importance. If it be cut perfectly and 
regularly its value is greatly en- 
hanced. 
The properly cut diamond 


has 58 facets, including the table and 
collet, 32 facets above the girdle and 
24 facets below. The surface of the 
table should be 40 per cent of the 
whole. 


Among the imperfections for which 


the diamond buyer should look are 
rough edges oa the girdle, which will 
cast a shadow through the center of 
the stone, causing great loss of bril- 
liancy. In set stones they are often 
covered up by a prong of the setting, 
but the diamond is affected neverthe- 
less. 


A scratch may be found on top of 


the scone. This is often caused by 
stones rubbing against each other. If 
it is not too deep it may be removed 
by polishing. 


There may be a nick in the girdle 


which is often covered by the setting. 
This defect is caused either by the 
brittleness of the stone or the girdle 
having been cut too fine. 


If the stone has thick edges thej 


will cast shadows through the dia- 
mond, which will confuse the color. 


If there is a feather in the stone ii 


comes from faulty crystallization and 
cannot be removed. It may be only a 
small speck, or so large as to be vis 
ible to the naked eye. This flaw givcb 
the diamond a hazy, lifeless appear 
aiice. Some feathers take the shape 
of white subtransparent lines in the 
body of the stone. 


Fractures are usually found near 


the edge of the stone, and decrease 
the value greatly, as they deaden the 
brilliancy. 
They are caused either 


by a blow or carelessness in the set- 
ting. 


Black snots of carbon are usually 


found in the top or in the lower half 
of the stone. These spots often ap- 
pear in pairs, and when visible to the 
naked eye impair the value of the 
slone. 


Do not expect to grt an absolutely 


perfect stone for any reasonable fig- 
ure, for they are so rare as tc com-

The Irishman had been on the prowl 
the previous night, and his rasping 
snore was audible even through the 
closed door when Marcel knocked and.

Less than one per cent, of the staple 


groceries sold in Pennsylvania within the 
past year were adulterated products, ac- 
<x>rding to an estimate given by the Penn- 
sylvania 
Department 
of Agriculture. 


Twelve years ago the percentage of adul- 
terated goods offered to the public in 
staple groceries was from 35 to 40 per 
cent, according to a statement by Dairy 
and Food Commission Foust. The advent 
of the new laws and their enforcement by 
the Department of Agriculture has shown 
a marked decrease in adulterated goods 
each year. 


A hand of whisky thieves, which has 


been operating in the Blue Ridge section 
for some time, broke into Welty Bros.' 
distillery, near Waynesboro. early Wed-

Body Wrapped in Blanket 


Hidden Under Dirt. 


Further facts concerning the murder of 


P. C. Avcry, the horseman who resided at 
the Buttonwood Stock farm near Gettys 
burg, and was also well known at Hano- 
ver, several years ago, than were printed 
in local papers, have brought to light the 
brutal manner in which he was killed and 
how his body was found in the stable af- 
ter being buried more than two weeks. 
The story as printed in a paper of Gaines- 
ville, Florida, in which town the man was 
killed says the body was found beneath 
some loose dirt and bay in the stall wrap- 
ped in one of the blankets he used to pro- 
tect h's belo\ ed horse. The skull was bat- 
tered and the heart almost cut in two by 
a knife wound. On December 14th, a 
searching party went to the fair grounds 
in search of Avery's body, whose negro 
helper, Willie Turner, had secured the 
shipment of the horses to Washington and 
appeared there himself as Avery 
The 


most natural thing, tbe party decided, 
was for the murderer to bury the body in 
one of the horses stalls, which theory led 
to its discovery in a stall recently erected 
and standing some distance from where 
Avery's horses were quartered. The odor 
revealed the fact that the body was buried 
for 18 days, the '"*?gth of time Avery was 
missing, and lay only about a foot beneath 
the surface. The wounds on the body 
were as follows:—four or five on the head, 
inflicted by some heavy instrument, in 
each case ugly holes had been jabbed into 
the head fracturing the skull, and one of 
which might have proven fatal. A stab 
in the heart, which also broke a rib with 
its force, proved the viciousness of the as- 
sault. Turner, the negro, was held in 
Washington on the cnarge of receiving 
stolen goods and later confessed to the 
murder. 


Tragedy at Stony Brook. 


York, Jan. 6, 2:30 p. m.—T. C. Rich- 


ards, aged 42 years, a trackraiser. of near 
Stony Brook, made an attempt to mur- 
der his wife and 3-year-old child early 
this morning, then killed himself. Rich- 
ards, who has been suffering from melan- 
cholia, between 2 and 3 o'clock this morn- 
ing, arose and securing a hatchet approach- 
ed the bed where his wife and child were 
sleeping and struck the child once and his 
wife twice on the head with the instru- 
ment. It is not believed their skulls are 
fractured, and hopes are entertained for 
their recovery. Believing he had carried 
out his purpose, Richards went to the front 
porch with a 12-gauge shot gun and fired. 
The first charge went into a post, but the 
second one struck him in the head, tear- 
ing off his scalp and scattering his brains 
on the porch floor.

was on his way from one negro saloon to 
another. Sutler furthermore declares that 
lie dragged Brown's body several hundred 
yards to a nearby woods and that he did 
not use a horse for this purpose. The ar- 
rest was made by Assistant Chief of Po- 
lice Clay Wilson, of Cumberland, and he 
is entitled to the $500 reward, half of 
which was offered by William Brown, of 
Gettysburg, father of the murdered man, 
and the other half by the Carroll County 
Commissioners. 
About 11 o'clock on 


Wednesday night Sutler sent for Chief 
Eisenhauer, of Cumberland, and said he 
wanted to make a full confession. He was 
taken to the office of the Chief where he 
made the confession and.signed it. The 
confession follows: 


"I am making this confession to Chief 


of Police J. Thomas Eisenhauer of my own 
free will, without promises of immunity. 
My name is Solomon Sutler, I was born 
in Baltimore and was sent to a reform 
school at Cheltenham, and then to the 
farm of William F. Brawn. On Friday 
Mr. Brown cursed me because I did not 
get up early and on Saturday evening be- 
tween 6 and 6:30 o'clock I went to the 
cattle shed and hit him with a large cob- 
blestone in the head. I then dragged him 
through the field by myself." 
(Signed) 
SOLOMON SUTLER.

He admitted he fear- 
ed being lynched if taken there.

Since shortage of wheat made tlie 
price of flour soar, housewives of‘ the 
country have been seeking a substitute 
for white Hour. 
The most practical 
substitutes 
are 
whole 
wheat 
fiour, 
shorts, cottonseed meal and cornmeal 
since ihey all make palatable bread 
and may be obtained in most markets. 
At present prices these nuiterials may 
be substituted for flour at .a decided 
.saving in the cost of bread. 
The University of jNllssouri (''ollege 
of Agriculture has recently issued Ag­ 
ricultural Extension Service Circular 
25 w’hich discusses a number of substi­ 
tutes for white fiour and offers recipes 
for making w’ar breads. 
Some of the 
breads whlcii may be made by substi­ 
tuting different materials for all or a 
part of the Hour are whole wheat 
bread, 
shorts 
bread, 
cornmeal 
and 
wheat bread, shorts cookies, cotton- 
si*ed meal gingerbread, corn dodgers 
and Boston browm bread. 
Whole wdieat Hour has been sug­ 
gested as a substitute for white fiour 
because it oilers opi)ortunlty for utiliz­ 
ing as human food parts of the wheat 
grain w’lllch w^ere formerly used exclu­ 
sively for other purpose.s. 
Only about 
72 per cent of the wheat gralif is used 
for w'hite patent fiour. 
The rest is 
sold as bran or shorts for stock food. 
Whole w’heat fiour contains about 85 
per cent of the w’heat grain. 
This 
meaiis that a given supply of wheat 
made Into whole wheat flour w’ill feed 
a larger number of people than the 
'^ame amount of wheat made into w’hlte 
dour. 
Whole wheat bread is a better food 
than wdiite bread because it contains 
* larger percentage of the mineral mat­ 
ter and other valuable food constitu­ 
ents tlian the wdiite bread. Both whole 
wheat ^ aiid graham flour have the 
added advantage of containing a large 
proportion of the coarse fiber of the 
wheat. 
Shorts has also been suggested as a 
substitute for wdilte flour. 
It may be 
used In any proportion up to three- 
fourths shorts and one-founh white 
flour. 
It produces a dark, somewhat 
heavy texture bread which has a pleas­ 
ant nutty flavor. 
Shorts may be used 
in combination w’ith w’hlte flour in grid­ 
dle cakes, inuftins, bread and cake, and 
in combination wdth cornmeal In Bos­ 
ton brow^n bi’ead. 
Persons who de.sire copies of the cir­ 
cular on w'ar breads may obtain them 
by addressing the College of Agricul­ 
ture, Columbia, Mo,

Transferring Photos to Wood. 


A method of transferring pictures tc 
w’ood is given in the Electrical Experi­ 
menter by V. C. jMcIlvaine, as follows; 
Dis.«:olve salt In soft w\ater; float 
your photo print on the surface, pic­ 
ture side up; let it remain an hour, 
The »wood should be of bird’s-eye ma­ 
ple pr other light-colored hardwood, 
Varnjl.«?h with the best copal or trans­ 
fer yarni.*^h. 
Take the i)icture from the water, dry 
a little betw’een linen rags; then put 
the engraving, picture side down, on 
the varnished wood, and smooth it 
nicely. 
If the picture entirely covers 
th<‘ wood after the margin is cut off, so 
that no varni.^h is exposed; lay o\er 
it a thin board and heavy weight; 
leave It thus over night. 
If you wish 
but a small picture in tho Center of the 
wood apply the varnish only to a 
.space thq .size of the picture. 
Dip 
your forefinger In salt and water, and 
conimencí» rubbing off the paper; the 
nearer you come to the picture the 
more careful you must be, as a hole 
W'ould spoil your w’ork.

Harvard was aided by a lottery in 


1789 
by a special act The scheme was 


to buy Joseph Pope's orrery for the 
college. 
Three thousand tickets at 


$20 each were sold. 
Tho plan was 


successful, and after all expenses had 
been paid Harvard had the orrery and 
$400 in the school treasury. Among 
the public buildings erected in Amer- 
ica by the aid of lotteries Faneuil hall, 
in Boston, has the most historical in- 
terest. 
The hall burned in 1761 and 


then the selectmen of Boston were 
instructed at a town meeting to peti- 
tion the general court to empower a 
suitable person to raise by way of 
lottery such a sum of money as would 
be sufficient for the rebuilding of the 
halL 
The legislature granted the 


petition, and the profits of the lot- 
teries, which extended to 1764, were 
applied to the erection of the second 
Faneuil hall, which held the town 
meetings of the Revolution and still 
stands.

3,000 years before Christ, it was the 
fashion to domesticate pigeons and to 
train them as carriers and messengers. 
The promptness with which Caesar 
was informed of the rebellion in Gaul, 
and thereby enabled to cross the Alps 
before those uprising could possess the 
entire province, was due to the use of 
carrier pigeons. In tbe Crusades, these 
birds were skillful and faithful mes- 
sengers. 


The price of a handsome pair of 


pigeons in ancient Rome was not a 
trifle, for Axius, a Roman knight, once 
sold a pair of pigeons for 40 denarii— 
about $75. At that time, too, they were 
by far tho swiftest conveyers of news, 
and were much in demand at tbo eel* 
oration of the Olympic game*.

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DANGEROUS BACK YARDS 


Are there any back yards like this In your vicinity? This picture was taken within sight of the Capitol dome 


in Harrisburg. It showed a condition which unfortunately exists in altogether too many towns and villages. 


The buildings which front on these yards were presentable enough, and no one would judge from looking at 


them that the occupants were such slovenly housekeepers. 


Such a condition is a menace to health and satety. Rubbish and heaps and piles of garbage make a breeding 


place for rats, vermin, and during the v/armer parts of the year, flies and mosquitoes. At all times such a stato 
is an offense to decency and adds to the peril from fire. A carelessly disposed pail of hot ashes might readily start 
a conflagration which would sweep a whole neighborhood. 


In many communities annual clean-up days have been instituted. 
Commissioner of Health Samuel G. Dixon 


suggests that Jt would be far better if this was made a weekly or a monthly event to prevent the accumulation of 
such unsightly piles of trash and refuse. 


Civic pride and individual decency both dictate that such offenses be abolished.

Carelessness usually brings its own punishment. At the State Tubercu- 


losis Sanatorium they have devised a method of keeping tabs on carelesa 
patients, for here carelessness may endanger the health of some fellow 
patient or some member of the staff of doctors and nurses. 


Bach patient is provided with paper napkins and sputum cups and for- 


bidden to expectorate without making use of one or the other. They are 
then required to deposit these in regular containers in order that they may 
be burned. 
To make sure that this provision is carried out, every patient is given 


a 
number on admission, 
and then all paper napkins and sputum 


CUDS supplied to each patient are punched with the number assigned, then 
if they are found scattered about the grounds or cottages there is no difficulty 
in detecting who has ieen guilty of carelessness. 


People who are not familiar with sanatorium life often think that the 


uninfected are endangering their health by working about or even visiting 
a tuberculosis sanatorium. Such is not the case; owing to the care which 
the natients are required to take and the training which they receive in 
obaervinff habiU of personal hygiene, in the opinion of Commissioner of 
Health Samuel Q. Dixon, there Is far less danger of contracting the dteeaso 
at A Sanatorium than there would be in an ordinary department store. There 
,. no record of any nurses or physicians employed at the State Sanatoria 
naving «rer contracted tuberculosis.

Fruit Salad.—Wash and cut in strips 


a pound of figs. Remove the pulp 
from two oranges without breaking 
the sections; slice three bananas, cov- 
er with a tablespoonful of lemon juice, 
mix all together and serve with a few 
sliced nuts on. lettuce with any de- 
sired dressing. 


Pineapple Salad.—Take a can of 


grated pineapple, mix with a cupful 
of white-grapes, seeded and peeled; a 
halt a cupful of pecans, broken in bits; 
a cupful of marshallows, cat in quar- 
ters; a cupful of whipped cream, to 
which two tablespoonfuls of boiled, 
dressing has been added; served in 
red apple cups la a most delightful 
salad in both appearance and taste.
